Mt. Prospect Board met in their 
regular monthly session on Tues­ 
day evening and disposed of a num­ 
ber of matters and discussed sev­ 
eral others that are under consider­ 
ation by the Board. 
The most important action of the 
evening was the passing of the or­ 
dnance regulating the sale of beer 
in the Village. 
This bill has been! 
ip the process of preparation for j 
some time and the form in which 
it" was passed was one wrhich is be­ 
ing used by many towms thruout 
the state. 
It is a much simplified 
form, as compared with the regula­ 
tions of many towns. 
It provides 
for the regulation of closing hours, 
license fees, classification of deal­ 
ers and the other factors that en­ 
ter into the sale of beer. 
The major points of the ordin­ 
ance passed regulating beer sale 
are the following: 
! 


“ Three classes of sellers listed— 
., where beer is sold for consump- 
on on the premises; B, w’here beer 
i sold not for consumption on the 
remises and C. distributors. 
( Licenses are $50.00 for A and 
C, and $25.00 for B. A fee of $10 
is provided for a permit for one 
day’s sale, as for a picnic. 
Applicants for licenses must be 
citizens, must be of good 
moral 
character and must post a bond of 
$500.00 
The Police committee of 
the Board must investigate and re­ 
port on each applicant. 
Renewals of licenses will not be 
given if there has been complaint 
of the manner of operation of the 
business. 
All places must close at midnight 
and stay closed till 7:00 a. rn. on 
week days, and 1:00 p. rn. on Sun­ 
days. 
No private rooms will be allow’- 
ed. All rooms must be open to the 
public view. 
Loitering of and sale to anyone 
under 18 years of age prohibited. 
Gambling devices prohibited. 
‘j^>od must be available in all 
A places, in accordance with 
th9*State law. 
The complete ordinance appears 
on page 6. 
An audit w’as ordered of the gen­ 
eral and special funds. 
Mr. Rod­ 
erick, who will make the audit, w’as 
requested to complete the general 
fund audit as quickly as possible, 
to provide the data needed for the 
making of the budget for the next 
year. 
D. W. Budlong, the chairman of 
the Committee on 
Streets 
and 
Sidewalks, was authorized to ob­ 
tain full cost data on the obtaining 
of cinders and gravel for repairing 
the dirt streets in the 
outlying 
parts of the Village. 
Mr. Budlong 
was encouraged by the Board to 
proceed with his program for cut­ 
ting the weeds in the parkways. 
The Chairman of 
the Finance 
committee, A. G. Carlson, reported 
that the work so far done on the 
budget gives some promise of being 
able to make a reduction. The ex­ 
act amounts will be dependent on 
the report of the audit. 
A report 
w’as made on the account with the 
Board of Education, and the situa­ 
tion with respect to rentals on the 
‘immunity Hall, which the Village 
is had under lease from the Board 
Education for several years. This 
llase has been discontinued, 
but 
tpere are several accounts to clear 
before the transactions will be 
closed. 
Mr. 
Carlson 
explained 
briefly the system he is working on 
for obtaining a monthly statement 
of the financial condition of the 
Village, which he expects to have 
put in use before long. 
The President of the Board, Her­ 
man F. Meyn, submitted his ap­ 
pointments for the next year, which 
were approved by the Board. The 
Board of Health President is R. E. 
Quinn and the members are Mrs. 
E. M. Luckner, and Mrs. C. N. Ver- 
ret. 
The Fire Department Chief 
is John Bencic. 
Edwin L. Busse, 
the Village Clerk, was re-appoint­ 
ed as the Water Rates Collector. 
There was no meeting 
of the 
Board of Local Improvements. An 
adjourned meeting of the Board 
will be held June 20 to take up fur­ 
ther consideration of the budget.

EDITORIAL 


The more “beer” ordinances that 
come to this office for publication, 
the more certain is the fact that 
the 
Arlington 
Heights 
village 
board has taken the initiative in 
providing regulations to safeguard 
the possible abuse of the licensing 
privileges, by the places given au­ 
thority to sell that beverage. The 
passage of the ordinance of that 
village was followed this week by 
similar action on the part of the 
village of Mt. Prospect, which also 
closes places selling 
beer 
from 
12:00 Saturday night to Sunday 
noon. 
Both 
villages 
have 
stringent 
regulations regarding the cancel­ 
ling of licenses where complaints 
are made against such places. The 
club that the license ordinance puts 
in the hands of the village authori­ 
ties will no doubt have its effect 
upon the owners who sell beer. 
In justice to the people who take 
out the required licenses, the state 
and village authorities should coop­ 
erate in closing all places trying 
to bootleg the beverage. 
There is no doubt that strong in­ 
fluences were brought to bear upon 
the village boards of the two towns 
of Mt. 
Prospect and Arlington 
Heights to “soften” the restrictions, 
but the mayor and 
aldermen in 
question have taken a stand that 
should be approved by all who fa­ 
vor law* and order, and especially 
the drys. 
The entire closing of so called 
“taverns” all day Sunday would 
have been preferred by many peo­ 
ple, but the compromise effected in 
the two towns is much better than 
the ordinance in Palatine and other 
places where there are no restric­ 
tions on Sunday 
business, 
and 
wThere the control is not so string­ 
ent. 
With the threat of revocation of 
license upon complaint of citizens, 
it behooves the tavern keeper to 
conduct his place of business solely 
as a soft drink emporium and to 
allow’ no drunks.

ORDINANCE 


Fee of $125 To Be Paid By 
Twelve Places; One A. M. 
Is Closing Hour 


The 
Wheeling 
village 
board 
passed its beer ordinance Tuesday 
evening, fixing the fee for places 
selling draft beer, at $125 a year, 
which is the same fee 
previously 
charged for soft 
drink 
license. 
Places selling beer at more than 
one location, pay an additional fee 
of $75. 
Places selling beer not for con­ 
sumption on premises are required 
to pay $50 annually. 
A $15 daily 
fee is charged for picnics. 
The 
closing hour is fixed at cne A. M. 
and the bond at $500. 
The penalty 
for violation of any of the sections 
of the ordinance is $25 to $200. 
Among other business transacted 
that evening was the 
passage of 
the annual appropriation 
ordin­ 
ance. 
Contract was let to Ed Bucher 
for painting interior of village hall. 
Earl Johnson 
was appointed a 
special police. 
The cleaning of all 
catch basins and repairs of side 
roads wras ordered.

business places selling beer adopt 
the names as designated 
in the 
malt beverage 
ordinance 
passed 
Monday night, the general public 
will become acquainted with beer 
taverns, beer 
parlors 
and beer 
stores. The beer taverns which will 
operate under Class A and pay $100 
a year are similar to the old time 
saloon. 
The ordinance limits such 
places to six in 
number. 
Drug 
stores, 
restaurants, 
and 
places 
whose principal business is other 
than the sale of beer, but who sell 
beer in bottles for consumption on 
premises will pay a yearly fee of 
$35 and will be classed as “beer 
parlors” according to the ordinance. 
There remain 
the “beer 
stores” 
which will apply to stores selling 
bottled beer not to be consumed on 
premises. 
They will 
pay $30 a 
year. 
, . 
Aside from the usual provisions 
of application, character of the ap­ 
plicant and method of conducting 
his business, the above are the es­ 
sential provisions of the Palatine 
“beer ordinance” which is printed 
on page six of this issue. All ap­ 
plicants must be bonafide residents 
of the village. 
All doors and win­ 
dows must not be 
obstructed by 
shades, or otherwise to prevent a 
clear view from the street. 
No 
beer can be peddled in Palatine, nor 
offered for sale at any place aside 
from business places licensed. 
No gambling will be permitted rn 
any place. 
License may be sum­ 
marily revoked by the village board 
for violation of any provision of 
the ordinance. 
Upon recommendation of the fi­ 
nance committee the board placed 
its approval 
upon contemplated 
changes in the 
operation of the 
treasurer’s office which will make 
its examination easier and keep the 
various departments separate and 
distinct.

village 
board Tuesday night. The new or­ 
dinance puts a fee of $5 a day upon 
any salesman, solicitor or peddler. 
That tax applies to every firm and 
individual who may attempt to fol­ 
low’ that vocation within the vil­ 
lage; exempting only those who are 
protected by state and federal sta­ 
tutes. The ordinance not alone hits 
the itinerant merchant selling rugs, 
etc., but also the coffee wagons, 
fruit peddlers and others who take 
orders for future delivery. 
Primarily, the ordinance 
was 
aimed as a protection to local busi­ 
ness and to the housewives who 
have been annoyed by the over­ 
abundance of salesmen. 
Its suc­ 
cess w ill depend in large part upon 
the 
cooperation of 
the 
women 
themselves, who can help by noti­ 
fying the police department or re­ 
fusing to buy or order goods from 
a salesman who is not wearing a 
special Arlington Heights peddlers* 
badge that will be provided those 
wrho purchase the daily permits. 
Other business transacted by the 
village board Tuesday evening were 
of a routine nature.

‘Absolute’ Authority 
Sought for Local 
Assessors, Collectors 


Legislation to be prepared by the 
Suburban Area and Country Towns 
Association for presentation to the 
General Assembly of Illinois, is a 
proposal that local 
collectors 
of 
taxes and local assessors have ab­ 
solute authority in assessment of 
property valuation and collection 
of taxes thereon. 
This plan would allow collectors 
and assessors to handle the local 
tax books during the entire twelve 
months of every year they serve. 
In the interests of economy and 
public convenience local collectors 
should be created clothed with pow­ 
er to carry through the entire pro­ 
cess of the collection of all taxes 
and property assessments. 
It is generally agreed in the Su- 
butban Area that the first assess­ 
ment that has been spread under 
the direct supervision of the county 
assessor's office has been a failure. 
It is also generally agreed that at 
least one-third of the roll 
spread 
has beef! erroneous. 
It was 
an­ 
nounced that a 25 per cent cut had 
been made in the assessed valua­ 
tions throughout the country towns 
but the present 
assessment 
has 
brought to light thousands of cases 
where the assessed valuation was 
20 per cent higher than the previ­ 
ous assessed valuation.

It is pro­ 
posed therefore to request legisla­ 
tion making the assessor supreme 
in assessments of local properties 
with the right to return his rolls 
direct to the Board of Appeals for 
adjustment and equalization. 
The local influence which the 
collectors could bring to bear upon 
taxpayers in their own localities 
would bring about a more prompt 
collection of a larger portion of the 
taxes levied, it is claimed by the 
proponents of this legislation. 
The cost of collection of taxes 
would be lese ami better service 
cculd be rendered both to the tax­ 
payers and to the taxing 
bodies 
whose existence depends upon the 


of the taxes is too many for any 
organization to collect and distrib­ 
ute as expeditiously as local col­ 
lectors could do for the same tax­ 
ing bodies. 
Placing the collectors on a salary 
basis, salaries to be fixed by the 
community or its authorities, would 
more than pay (under the present 
fees for the collection of property 
taxes) for both collectors and as­ 
sessors and thus save money for the 
taxpayers.
